MERTCAN travelers on tlio

Miriam Dudley in the Now York Ee- 
vcorder, there are women farmers in 
America; and so far from feeling it a 
hardship, the>^ arc as happy as chil- 
dren over their work. 


On the Ravenawood farm in Long 
Island City, under the management of 
the Association for Improving the Con- 
' ditiou of the Poor, meu, women 
and 
children all work in the fields to- 
gether. 
Five women have farms of 
their own, and do almost all the* work 
themselves. 


These farms are the result of an ex- 
periment made last year by the "Mayor 
of Detroit, in which he attempted to 
convert to the use of the idle poor the 
lands lying in and around the city.

The lot next to this one is worked 
by a woman, IMrs. Adolf Boldengerd, 
whose two little children, while she 
works, pliiy in a little tent that she 
ifiakes b^.bending down the branches 
of a tree, and spreacMng a shawl over 
them.

English, but hy means of 
her little

cess to his wife, as she has peddled and 
found a market for his products. 
Ho 
does farm work, Mr. Kjelgard sayp, 
but his wife is bis business manager. 


The effect of the experiment on all 
tho tetiants, both male and female, has 
been beneficial in tho extreme, 
men- 
tdlly Rs well as financially, aiid .it is 
certain that the work will be^ con 
tinned next year on a much larger 
scale. 
One gentleman intends to de- 
vote some land in Northern New York 
to the purpose, and will give tho lots 
outricrlit to the tenants. 
The work in 
attracting thi- widest attentiY)u, and 
letters about it are continually being 
received, not only from all over Amer- 
ica, but from Europe as well.

Abont 100 families are at work on 
tho Kavenswood farm, nearly all liv- 


laundress and a dressmaker, but pre- 
fers farming to all, and says she hasn't 
been as well for years as she is this 
summer. 


Mrs. Peterson does all the work of 
her quarter acre herself, and is at 
home washing on Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday besides, and yet she 
says she never before felt so well as 
she does now. 
Mrs. Peterson's hus- 
band started the farm, but got some- 
thing else to do soon after, and his 
wife undertook the work and was very 
glad to do so. 


Mrs. Doecel has a little more than 
the usual quarter-acre, and has 
no 
help except a little from her husband, 
who has been ill and can't do much. 
She herself has some kind of an en- 
gagement in a store, and kas to get a 
' day off when she wants to attend to 
' her farm, but she keeps it in 
first- 
class order, nevertheless. 
Like most 
of the other female agriculturists she 
learned the art in Europe. 
One of 
her children, a little girl of four, is 
just out of a hospital, and enjoys the 
sunshine and dirt immensely. 


Aside from these women who have 
farms of their own, there are more 
than a dozen who work with their hus- 
bands, makins about twenty-tive in 
all, and Rir. Kjelgaard says they are, 
without exception, the best farmers ou 
tho place. 
He attributes this partly 
to the care of all growing things that 
seems to be innate in most feminine 
breasts. 
To these women of the tene- 
ments the fresh air and sunshine are 
like heaven. 
They care for their cab- 


power, far in excess of that possessed 
by any mere animal, and, as far as oue

They are noti-

feet by two and just as high as the 
fence which forms one side of it; and 
in this edifice six chiidron, from three 
mouths up to twelve years, 
shelter 
themselves from the sun while their

Here he could be seen on any fine 
day, promenading the gardens in be- 
coming costume and taking the live 
liest interest iu his surroundings.

PRESERVKC! TFXE COTJO'R O F J A M . 


To preserve the color of the jam, 
boil the fruit for a few minutes by it- 
self before adding tho sugar, beiup: 
careful, however, not to let it get so 
thick as to prevent the scum rising or 
the sugar from melting pioperly. Try 
this recipe: 
Cut tho tops and tails 
off tho gooseberries, weigh them, then 
put them in the preserving 
pan; 
bruise them a very littio with a clean 
or new wooden spoon, and let them 
boil quickly for six or seven minutes, 
turning.them well all the time; now 
add the sugar (ia the proportion of 
two and a half ppunds of powderecl 
fiugar to every three pounds of gcose- 
berries), and boil the jam «juickly for 
three-quarters of an hour, stirring it 
carefully, and skimming it most par- 
ticularly. 
The sugar shouU boaddecl 
gradually and well mixed in to ensure 
its melting thoroughly ; but onoe this 
is eilecteJ, it can scarcely boil too 
fust. Properly made, the color of this 
preserve will be 
preserved. —New 
York Telegram. 


H O W TO M A K E 
A T T A R 
O F TINSKS. 


Use'the fragrant petals of flowers 
of.the same season. 
RORPS and jas- 
mine, with a small quantity of sweet- 
brier and mignonette, make a nice 
mixture. 
There must be a greater 
quantity of rose leaves than of all the 
^thers together. 


Spread the petals on a layer of cot- 
ton which 
has been dipped in tho 
finest Florence or 
Lucca 
oil, and 
sprinkle over them a little fine salt. 
Lay on another sheet of cotton, and 
add petals and salt as before; repeat 
this, with a layer of the oiled cotton 
between each layer of petals, until you 
have 
filled 
a china bowl or a wide- 
mouthed jar. 
Tie a bladder closely 
over all, and place the vessel in the 
sun ; if under a garden forcing glass, 
all the better. 


In about fifteen days -remove the 
bladder and squeeze the cotton and 
petals, when a fragrant oil will be ex- 
pressed resembling 
the high-priced I 
attar of roses sold by druggists. 
The ^ 
bottle into which this oil is squeezed 
must be corked iii? immediately. 
A 
bottle with a glass 6top2^er is best for 
the purpose. 
If cork is used tie a 
piece of bladder over it.—St, Louib 
Star-Sayingfi.

Ham Toast—Mince fine some cooked 
ham with an anchovy boned 
and 
washed, add two beaten eggs, a little 
cayenne and pounded mace and sufli 
cient milk to make all moist; make it 
quite hot and serve on toast. 


Fricasseed Eigs-—¡¿lice five hard- 
boiled eggs. 
Take one cup of stock 
seasoned with pepper and salt. 
Brown 
some stale bread in a buttered frying 
pan. 
Heat the gravy on the fire, put 
the eggs in melted butter and roll in 
flour. 
Put them in tho hot gravy 
and let them get hot. 
Lay the eggs 
in a dish on the fried bread and pour 
the gravy over.

till tender. 
Add a nice tomato and 
some parsley and servo with croutons.

cup of sugar and one tablespoonful of 
flour» 
Make a rich pie crust and roll 
out a littio larger than tho top ^f the 
dish, but of the same shape. 
Prick it 
with a Jork and spread over the top 
of tho cherries, turning it in at the 
edges. 
Bake about au hour in a 
moderately hot oveu, 
The English

O. Edward Tlorsh, orta of the best 
known, wealthy and influential citizcns 
of Southern Pennsvlvania, died at hi« 
home on West Market street, York, on 
Tuesday, aged about 73 years. 
Thouf'h 
sick for jioarly a year with pulmonary 
and heart trouble, it was only within the 
past few months that anything very sc 
rious developed. 


Sir. Hcrsh was a Y(U-ker by adoption, 
having been born at Marsh Creek, uoar 
(ieltysburg, January 21, 1823. 
Shortly 
aftn¿his birth his parents removed to 
this^lacc, and he lived hero until tS4s, 
when ho took up his residence in York. 
In lSr>4 he entered into partnership with 
his brother, Samuel S. Ilcrsh, in tbe drv 
goods business, and upon dissolution of 
this iirm he and his brother entered into 
the coal business.

At 1 minute of cloven o" 
clock tho orb entered the sliadow andtl»«* 
total eclipse began seven minutes lat(' 
and lasted nearly two hours. 


During the total eclipse which lasted 
two hours the moon traveled 4000 mil* 
through space with the earth directly br 
tween her and tho sun. The widlh of the 
comical shadow of the earth on thf 
moon's orbit is thus about 4000 miles wide 
—and this too with 37,000,0110 miles ct 
sjiaco between us and our satellite.
